TEAM NOTES AGAINST HOUSTON 

• New England and Houston have met 17 times in the overall MLS regular-season 
series, with the Revs holding a 7-4-6 record against the Dynamo ... the Revolution is 
7-5-8 against the Dynamo in all competitions, including MLS Cup and SuperLiga 

• Saturday’s meeting will be the first of three meetings between the two clubs this 
season ... the Revs will take on the Dynamo twice more this year: April 12 at Gillette 
Stadium and Oct. 16 in Houston on ESPN2 

• The Revs began the all-time series with a 6-1-3 record against Houston through the 
2010 season, but Houston then went 2-0-2 against New England with two wins at 
home and two draws at Gillette Stadium in 2011 and 2012 

• In all but two meetings - the 2-1 Revs win in Houston on Oct. 10, 2010 and Hous¬ 
ton’s 2-1 win in New England on July 13, 2013 - the winning team has recorded a 
shut out or the match has ended in a draw ... overall, there have been nine shutouts 
in 17 regular-season meetings 

• New England and Houston have met in three tournament finals: MLS Cup 2006, 

MLS Cup 2007, SuperLiga 2008 ... Houston won the 2006 MLS title match in pen¬ 
alty kicks after extra time finished 1-1 in Frisco, Texas, and then one year later took 
the 2007 championship with a come-from-behind, 2-1 victory in Washington, D.C.... 
the Revs won SuperLiga 2008 in penalty kicks after the teams were knotted at 2-2 
after extra time at Gillette Stadium 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST HOUSTON 

• Saer Sene is the Revolution’s current leading scorer against Houston with four goals 
in three appearances ... Sene scored a penalty kick goal and later added an unas¬ 
sisted strike when the teams met on May 19,2012, at Gillette Stadium ... the striker 
also added single goals in the Revs’ 2-1 loss at Gillette Stadium on July 13, 2013 
and in the team’s 1-1 draw on Sept. 28, 2013 at Gillette Stadium 

• Teal Bunbury has scored three goals against Houston in seven appearances, all 
while he was with Sporting Kansas City... Bunbury’s last goal against Houston came 
in 2011 

• Diego Fagundez and Charlie Davies are the team’s only other active scorers against 
Houston with one goal apeice 

• Two players - Kevin Alston and Andy Dorman - have recorded assists against the 
Dynamo ... Alston recorded the first assist of his career against the Dynamo, picking 
up the second assist on Kheli Dube’s game-winning goal at Houston on Aug. 25, 
2009 

• Bobby Shuttleworth is 2-2-0 against Houston, with three of four appearances coming 
on the road 

LAST MEETING: New England 1, Houston 1 

Sept. 28, 2013 - Gillette Stadium (Foxbourough, Mass.) 

FOXBOROUGH, Mass. - Saer Sene scored his fifth goal of the season for the Revs, but 
the visiting Dynamo rallied to knot the score in the 76th minute as the teams played to a 
1-1 draw at Gillette Stadium. After a scoreless first half, Sene broke the deadlock in the 
64th minute. Diego Fagundez and Kelyn Rowe combined to play Lee Nguyen into space, 
who then turned and dribbled toward goal. Sene, coming down the right wing, picked up 
Nguyen’s pass just inside the penalty area and curled his left-footed attempt around Tally 
Hall for the 1-0 lead. Houston, however, didn’t lie down and leveled the score in the 76th 
minute behind Will Bruin.

TEAM NOTES 


REVS OPEN 19TH SEASON 

The Revs kick off their 19th season on Saturday, entering the year with a 208-242-111 all-time 
record since the league's launch in 1996 ... New England has scored 778 goals and has 
posted 126 shutouts ... the Revs have appeared in the postseason on 11 occasions, including 
a stretch of eight consecutive playoff berths from 2002 to 2009 before missing MLS Cup 
Playoffs from 2010 to 2012 ... last year, the Revs returned to the postseason for the first time 
in four years, falling to Sporting Kansas City in the Eastern Conference Semifinals ... New 
England is one of nine original MLS teams still playing in MLS. 

HOUSTON, WE HAVE KICKOFF 

The Revs open up the 2014 season with a trip to BBVA Compass Stadium to take on the 
Houston Dynamo ... the club posted a 1-1-1 record against the Dynamo last season ... the 
Revs earned a 2-0 victory on May 18, 2013 in the only trip to BBVA Compass Stadium last 
season as Diego Fagundez and Juan Agudelo each scored a goal in the win ... the Revs will 
take on Houston three times this season - the Dynamo come to Gillette Stadium on April 12, 
before the teams close out the regular-season series in Houston on Oct. 16 on ESPN2. 

HEAPS’ OPENER RECORDS 

Jay Heaps’ teams are 1-1-0 in season openers under his watch as head coach - a 1-0 loss at 
San Jose in 2012 and 1 -0 at win at Chicago in 2013 ... as a player for the Revs, Jay Heaps' 
Revolution teams went 2-3-2 in eight seasons he was on the field for the season opener 
(2002-2009)... Heaps’ teams went 3-4-3 all-time in season openers, including a 1 -1 -1 mark in 
his three season openers he played while with the Miami Fusion (1999-2001). 

ON THE ROAD AGAIN 

For the 18th time in club history, the Revolution are opening a season with a road match ... 
the only year in 19 seasons in which the club began a season at home came in 2008, when 
the Revs hosted the Houston Dynamo at Gillette Stadium on March 29, 2008. 

HOW THE ROSTER STANDS 

The Revs are set to enter the 2014 season with 28 players on the roster... of those 28 signed 
players, 20 were with the Revs in 2013, including two goalkeepers, six defenders, eight 
midfielders and four forwards ... the roster includes six international players, two Homegrown 
players, and one Designated Player... more importantly, nine of the 11 starters from the Revs 
final game in 2013 - a 4-3 aggregate loss in extra time to Sporting Kansas City in Eastern 
Conference Semifinal - are all back this season.

WHAT IS THE SYSTEM? 

Many have called the system the Revs play a 4-5-1, but Jay Heaps likes to consider it more of 
a hybrid system ... on the attack, the team moves like a 4-3-3, where the outside wingers are 
more advanced and the central midfielders key the movement... however, when the team is 
defending, all of the midfielders are expected to carry significant defensive responsibility, lead¬ 
ing it to be more of a 4-1 -4-1 ... so the compromise name of the system has become a hybrid 
4-14-1/4-3-3 system. 

YES, FAGUNDEZ IS STILL A TEENAGER 

Diego Fagundez, still a teenager, is entering his fourth year as a member of the Revs ... 
Fagundez, who turned 19 on Feb. 14, had a career year in 2013, scoring 13 goals (to tie for 
fifth in MLS) and added seven assists to lead the club in scoring ... the Leominster, Mass., 
native was also voted team MVP ... his 13 goals last season all came from the run of play, 
and marked the highest season goal total for a teenager in MLS history - and he is the only 
teenager in MLS history to score 10 or more goals in one season ... Fagundez now has 17 
goals in his career and holds the league record for goal scoring by a teenager, last set by 
Eddie Gaven (16 goals).

With the retirement of club legend Matt Reis following the 2013 season, the Revolution are 
entering 2014 with a true goalkeeper contests on its hands ... Bobby Shuttleworth and Brad 
Knighton are both fighting for the starting goalkeeper position ... both have been periodic start¬ 
ers in their careers, but both have yet to establish themselves as consistent day-to-day starting 
goalkeepers.

Heaps on the goalkeeping situation: “I think both keepers have shown really well. It’s not one 
of these things where the day one starter gets named and the competition is over. This com¬ 
petition - and when I say it, it’s a very good competition - both guys root for each other and 
they know each other well. There’s a kind of support for each other. I think that it's one of those 
things that is going to go on all year. It's not going to be the day one starter, and then whoever 
it is, he’s the starter for 34 games. I think there’s going to be a battle throughout the season.” 

SHUTTLEWORTH THE STEADY 

Bobby Shuttleworth is coming off a career season in 2013 ... he made career-highs in ap¬ 
pearances (23), starts (22), minutes played (2,063) and saves (64)... after assuming the 
day-to-day starting role in mid-April, Shuttleworth went on to post some of MLS’ top goalkeep¬ 
ing numbers by midseason and garnered MLS All-Star consideration ... a tall keeper who 
communicates well and organizes his defenders well, Shuttleworth is entering his sixth MLS 
season with 43 appearances, 41 starts and a career goals against average of 1.39. 

SECOND TIME AROUND 

Brad Knighton has re-joined the Revolution for his second go-round in New England ... the 
goalkeeper came to the Revs in December via trade with Vancouver Whitecaps FC on the 
same day that club legend Matt Reis retired ... in exchange for Knighton, the Revs traded a 
conditional pick in the 2015 MLS SuperDraft to Vancouver... Knighton began his MLS career 
in New England and stayed with the Revs for three seasons (2007-2009), making six appear¬ 
ances and posting a 1-2-3 record ... following his initial stint with the Revs, Knighton spent the 
2010 season in Philadelphia (3-3-1,1.10 GAA) after the Union selected him in the Expansion 
Draft... Knighton played the last two seasons in Vancouver, making 21 appearances while 
posting a 9-6-5 record with five shutouts. 

MULLINS MAKES QUICK IMPACT 

Rookie Patrick Mullins was one of college soccer’s most dangerous scorers at Maryland, scor¬ 
ing 47 goals and adding 35 assists in 92 career matches ... a two-time MAC Hermann Trophy 
winner, Mullins has seemingly adjusted to MLS after working with the Revs’ starting group 
for much of the team’s preseason trip to Tucson ... Mullins capped off the 16-day, four-match 
trip with a goal in the team’s 2-2 draw against Colorado on Saturday, March 1 ... Mullins, who 
mostly played as a striker at Maryland, has been seeing extensive time on the right wing in 
the team’s hybrid 4-14-1/4-3-3 system, allowing the left-footed player to cut inside on his 
preferred foot. 

IRONMAN RETURNS FOR SECOND TRY 

Jose Goncalves, the reigning MLS defender of the year and one of only three field players 
who played every minute of the 2013 season, is set to return to the field again in 2014 ... the 
Revolution exercised his purchase option from Switzerland’s FC Sion in November, bringing 
the team’s captain into the fold permanently ... in his first MLS season last year, Goncalves 
was the Revolution’s rock in the middle, helping the club boast one of MLS’ top defenses all 
season.

Jerry Bengtson, CONCACAF’s leading scorer in qualifying for the 2014 FIFA World Cup, was 
called up to represent Honduras during the country’s friendly against Venezuela on Wednes¬ 
day, March 5 ... Honduras, which is currently ranked 40th in the world, will meet 35th-ranked 
Venezuela in San Pedro Sula, Honduras, on the last FIFA international date before prepara¬ 
tions for June’s World Cup begin ... Bengtson, who is expected to re-join the Revolution in 
Houston on March 6, has 40 appearances for Honduras and has scored 18 international goals.

The Revolution and the Rochester Rhinos (USL PRO) have renewed their partnership that 
makes the Rhinos the official USL PRO affiliate of the Revolution ... this is the second year 
of the teams’ affiliation and is one of the founding partnerships of the MLS and USL PRO 
relationship that launched in 2013 to help further the development of professional soccer in the 
U.S. and Canada ... the agreement calls for the Revolution to loan a minimum of four players 
to the Rhinos for the season ... Rochester head coach Bob Lilley joined the Revolution in 
Bradenton, Fla., for a part of its 12-day training camp to observe players and collaborate with 
the Revolution coaches. 



Long before the sewing of the American flag as we know it - before there were the United

It was a reflection of unification. It’s flown as an homage to the region's pride and passion. 

No group has more pride or passion than Revolution supporters, who have flown the flag 
of New England in Gillette Stadium, and the former Foxboro Stadium, since the club's 
inception in 1996. 

With such a deep connection to both club and country on many different levels, the flag of 
New England now adorns the Revolution’s uniforms - both as testament to the region’s 
revolutionary history, and as a visual representation of the club’s supporters. 


Situated on the back of the jersey, at the base of the neck - a position reserved for the 
most meaningful representations on soccer jerseys - the flag of New England now lives in 
honor on the back of every New England Revolution jersey. 


Sitting above the players’ last names, the Revolution and supporters alike are reminded 
that the club holds true to its community’s historic roots in reverence, and continues to 
proudly represent the historic region of New England, while symbolically bringing the sup¬ 
porters onto the field, each and every game.
